PRESS CLUBBERS WILL SEE FIRST DRAFTERS AT FORT DIX 
General Devine To Unveil "New Army's" 
Training Methods to Guests 
On August 24 Visit 

Overseas Press Club Members and guests who join the special excursion to Fort Dix, N.J., 
on Thursday, August 24, will have the first opportunity afforded any similar group of press 
representatives to observe the Army's first new draftees in action, according to information 
received here this week. ; 

Major Gen. John M. Devine, 9th Infantry Division commander, also has promised to 
demonstrate before his newsmen guests dramatic new training techniques and advances in 
psychological handling of new soldiers. Many were developed by the former European combat 
commander when he organized and directed the Army's highly-successful experiment in Universal 
Training at Fort Knox, Ky., in 1946. 

Meanwhile, staff officers at Fort Dix are rushing to conclusion plans for a post-wide 
welcome to OPCers and their guests. General Devine is issuing a special proclamation extend- 
ing to the Overseas Press Club the Army's traditional "freedom of the post", and menus 
comprising the best representative Army food are being drawn up for the two meals guests will 
eat.

The casualty toll soared with the report 
that the four correspondents who crashed into 
the sea on July 27 had not been recovered. Two 
of these newsmen were Americans (see The Bulle- 
tin, August 5). al 

Also last week instructions issued to war 
correspondents as "guidance" were amended by 
authority of the Eighth Army PIO. The amend- 
ment declared: "“Unwarranted criticism of com- 
mand decisions or of the conduct of Allied 
soldiers on the battlefield will not be toler- 
ated", adding the word "unwarranted" to the 
earlier order. There would not, however, be 
any ban on what the PIO termed "fair and honest 
criticism." Formal censorship, meanwhile, con- 
tinues "absolutely out of the question", al- 
though Maj. Gen. Floyd Parks, Army public in- 
formation head, has stated that MacArthur may 
invoke censorship whenever he wishes. 

INS correspondent Frank Coniff last week 
added another testimonial to the hardships 
under which newsmen are operating. "The 
little brown brothers who squander their bul- 
lets firing at correspondents," he wrote, 

"are merely one item on the list of occupa- 
tional hazards. They are only slightly ahead 
of (one) the insects, (two) the dust, (three)

MURROW "CAPTURED" BY SCARED MARINE SOLDIER 


While en route to U.S.Marine headquarters 
in Korea last week, a party of American cor- 
respondents was given a rugged "hard time" by 
Marine sentries, one of whom told EDWARD R, 
MURROW he was a "prisoner" and marched him 
off to his company. 

The newsmen, W. H. Lawrence, New York Times, 
William Dunn of NBC and the CBS commentator, 
had arrived at dusk at a southern air-strip 
and were being conducted to the HQ of Marine 
Gen, Edward A. Craig when they were inter- 
cepted by cautious Marine patrols. They 
refused to honor correspondents’ credentials 
because the reporters did not know the pass- 
word. All were lined up one yard apart and 
ordered to keep their hands in sight. 

Finally, MURROW was permitted to walk 
to a company command post with a nervous 
17-year-old soldier who informed him he was 
his "prisoner." 

later, after their identity had been es- 
tablished, the correspondents were allowed to 
proceed under armed guard to the Marine 
command post.
